Slowdown Is 
K\ idenl 


Recent increases in interest rates are 
finally beginning to be felt across the na­ 
tion, including Lincoln. First to feel t h e 
pinch, of course, is the homebuilding and 
real estate industry. The Wall Street Jour­ 
nal reports that a National Association of 
Home Builders economist cites cutbacks al- 
readv of 20 to 30 percent in v arious parts 
of the counti V. April stati.>tics. ^aid the Jour­ 
nal. even showed a downturn in building 
peimit grants in the Midwest, where first- 
quarter activitx was strong 
Builders point to the increase in inter­ 
est rates as well as highei' labor i*osts as 
big factors in the slow­ 
down. Much the same 
thing is heard rigiit 
here in Lincoln where 
money is r e p o r t e <1 
scarce and the real e.state market in homes 
us sluggish. 
And in Washington, Treasury 
.Secretary Henry H. Fowler has asked Con­ 
gress to remove the 4.25 percent ceiling on 
longer term government bonds If Congress 
doe.«^ this, it will encourage still higher in­ 
terest rates. The public should remember 
that it was the Federal Reserve Board, not 
tne federal government administration, that 
started the ball rolling on higher interest 
rates by increasing its discount rates. 
One wonders If the day will not come 
when we will operate with a much more en­ 
lightened economic philosophy than this. The 
purptise of lighter interest rates, supposedly, 
is to curtail inflalion hut what is the ulti­ 
mate result of such an increase? It puls 
more profits into the hands of the wealthy 
at the expense of lower iiieome groups who 
make extensive use of credit. 
Form er Vice Pre.sident Richard Nixon 
said in an address that unle.ss something 
IS done about intlation, we will surely have 
a recession. Nixon can hardly lo.se with that 
proposition. If a recession would hit, he 
could blame it on inflation. If not, he can 
continue to talk about inflation. And if the 
economy remains steady, he has at least 
lust nothing. 
★ 
The .Mlualioii, of course, is not one-sided 
but a complication of many things and many 
opinions. Contributing to the claim of infla­ 
tion is the government’s consumer price in­ 
dex of ,\pril which shows a 3,2 |)oint hike 
from a year ago. 
While prices in some 
areas are lower than they have been in the 
past, many retailers still look for continued 
inflationary trends. Thus, exactly what the 
.state of the economy is cannot even be said 
with certainty, much 
less 
exactly 
what 
ought to be done to improve it But hiking 
interest rates is probably the most discrim ­ 
inatory means there is of curtailing an up- 
surge in the economy. Rather than improv- 


ing the hard goods position of the consum- 
ei, it simply adds to the service cost of his 
spending, an end result which is of no bene­ 
fit to him. 
It would be a much Improved situation 
If the means could he found of fighting in­ 
flation by securing for consumers simply 
a better buy for their 
money. 
This, of 
course, means price stability which sort of 
runs us hack Into a circle. How you bring 
about price stability without the kind of gov­ 
ernment controls few people want is the un­ 
answered question that produces such things 
as higher Interest rates. Again, It Is shown 
that there Is substantial room for refine­ 
ment of our economic system, even though 
It remains the best system yet devised by 
man. 


★ 
Details of a system that conflicts with 
our own will probably be under scrutiny in 
a unique development that has taken place 
m Europe. East and West Germany have 
agreed to a series of debates between the 
two countries on the relative merits of their 
two ways of life. 
Reportedly, It remains only to Iron out 
some of the details before the unusual situa­ 
tion will come about. This is an approach 
that should be given every encouragement 
bv the West. What a tremendous thing It 
would be If the conflicting ideologies of 
the world could he debated before the citi­ 
zens of all countries. 
Such a thing would break down 
tho 
anomaly of secluded life behind the Iron 
Curtain, would tend to 
break up the dichoto- 
mous relationship be* 
tween blast and West 
that exi.sts today. If 
the jieople of all countries had a better under­ 
standing of social, political and economic 
structures of their neighbors in the world, 
a big step forward compatibility would have 
been taken. This is particularly true of 
communist nations where governments have 
lived off control over the education of their 
people. Freedom of information has been 
a trademark ot the West but a totally for­ 
eign concept to the East. This has left the 
people under communism virtually ignorant 
of the truths of democracy. 
There is no guarantee that debates would 
make converts to democracy out ot all peo­ 
ple of the world but they could ease the 
doubts and fear on wJiieh the people of 
communist lands have been fed Much could 
bii accomplished toward peace if we could 
only remove the animosities between peo­ 
ple of the various nations of the world. It 
is hoped that the debates in Germany come 
about as planned and find growing accep-

In Denver, the 
railroad has put together four such tracts, 
two of them now completed a n d filled, 
with two under development and firm in­ 
dustrial commitments nearly to fill them. 
It goes without saying that the Union 
Pacific has not invested to this extent in 
Lincoln without a conviction that the invest­ 
ment will pay off. It w'ill pay off when 
industries begin to locate in the tract just 
east of the Lincoln Municipal Airport. Lin­ 
coln welcoines Uiis entry by the UP as 
a partner in the development of the city 
and anticipates a future that is mutually 
beneficial to the railroad and all ous citi­ 
zens. Industrial development is a vital fac­ 
tor in our future and a highly competitive 
one. The UP action greatly enhances Lin­ 
coln’s position in this area of its life.

Low Tax Rate For 


O i l C o m p a n i e s 


WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Johnson could finance 
the Viet Nam war without 
raising taxes simply by clos­ 
ing the oil loopholes a n d 
compelling the oil companies 
to pay their fair share of the 
tax load. 
This is the view of Treas­ 
ury experts, who estimate 
that the 20 top oil companies 
alone escaped paying $6 bil­ 
lion in taxes during the 1955- 
65 period. The taxes these 20 
companies managed to avoid 
would finance the entire Viet 
Nam war for eight months. 
Of course, every cent t h e 
oil companies do not pay 
must be made up by l e s s 
privileged taxpayers. Even 
the sm allest business and the 
lowest wage earners, for ex­ 
ample, pay 20 per cent of 
their income in federal taxes. 
Yet the 22 largest oil com- 
pnies paid only 4 per cent of 
their 
income to the U.S. 
Treasury in 19 64, according 
to the latest available fig­ 
ures. 
Though the oil companies 
try to suppress information 
atout their tax payments, 
this column has learned that 
five oil companies—Atlantic, 
Marathon, 
Richfield, 
Sin­ 
clair and Sunray—paid no 
federal taxes at all in 19 64. 
Pure Oil paid only $600.000 
on earnings of $32.282,000. 
which amounts to a tax rate 
of one hundredth of one per 
cent. Even the giant of the 
0 i I industry. 
Standard of 
New Jersey, paid only a 1.7 
per c e n t rate. Uncle S a m 
took only $29 ,000.000 out of 
Standard Oil’s w h o p p i n g 
$1.628.555,000 gross. 
Texaco, the number tw o 
oil company, did even better. 
Its $5,500.000 tax payment on 


a $660.761,000 income w a s 
only eight-tenths of one per 
cent. Standard of California 
paid $8,300,000 on a $39 3,188,- 
000 income—a 2.1 per c e n t 
tax rate. 
Standard of Indiana 
took 
in $204,817.000, 
paid 
o n l y 
$8,486,000 in 
f e d e r a l taxes. 
This was a cheap 4.1 per 
cent rate. Shell was t a x e d 
only 1.3 per cent—$2,800,000 
on a $213,575.000 income. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
The most glaring tax loop­ 
hole is the 27% per cent de­ 
pletion allowance, 
w h i c h 
gives oil companies a tax re­ 
bate on the cost of e v e r y 
barrel 
t a k e n 
from 
the 
ground. T h e 
argument is 
that the owner should be per­ 
mitted to write off the de­ 
clining value of his well. 
However, he can go on tak­ 
ing the deduction long after 
he has recovered his invest­ 
ment. The figures show that, 
for the average oil well, the 
owner deducts from his taxes 
19 times the original cost. 
Other “ golden gim m icks” 
have been less advertised. 
George E. Allen, the oil-rich 
pal of presidents, once con­ 
fided t h a t the intangible 
drilling and development al­ 
lowances were even m o r e 
lucrative than the depletion 
allowances. 
‘‘.Almost no one outside the 
industry knows about the in­ 
tangible 
a l l o w a n c e s,” 
chuckled .Allen. 
While 
other 
coiqxiration.s 
are socked the full 52 per 
cent corporate tax rate, oil 
companies end up paying a 
few 
percentage points. In 
19 63 it rose to 5 per cent. But 
in 19 62, as in 19 64, the rate 
for the top 22 companies was 
an average 4 per cent.

By DON WALTON 
Nebraska’s power 
supply 
future is 
fast 
approaching 
the showdown stage. 
A host of options w e r e 
spelled out this week in a se­ 
ries of pub­ 
lic 
power 
d e v e 1 0 p- 
m e n t s, 
some 
rou­ 
tine and one 
a bit explo­ 
sive. 
W h i l e 
some of the 
0 p t i 0 n s 
—particularly t w o different 
proposals for m a j o r new 
generation plants — conflict 
directly with one another, all 
of them do not. 
Three sources of outside 
power supply, keyed to con­ 
struction of m ajor new trans­ 
mission lines and agreements 
to purchase large blocs of 
energy 
from 
outside 
Ne­ 
braska. were outlined f o r 
the Nebraska Power Review 
Board, power districts and 
perhaps, most particularly, 
the public on Monday. 
Such 
power could come 
from the north over a new 
U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
line or over a Basin Elec­ 
tric Power Cooperative in­ 
tertie. Or it could come from 
the west over a transmission 
system carrying energy gen­ 
erated through the Mountain- 
Midwest P o w e r Pool in 
Colorado. 
The proposals for internal 
generation have come or will 
come from Consumers Pub­ 
lic Power District and Platte 
Valley Public Power and Ir­ 
rigation District. 
Consumers is planning a 
400,000 to 500-000-kilowatt 
unit which would probably 
be nuclear-powered. Accord­ 
ing to testimony before the 
Power Board last April 20, 
it would probably be located 
somewhere along the Mis­ 
souri River on Nebraska’s 
eastern border. 
Platte has applied to the 
Power Board for authority 
to 
construct 
a 
200,000 to 
400,000-kilowatt plant in the 
Grand 
Island 
vicinity. 
It 
might be 
nuclear-powered, 
although Platte is far from 


a decision on that point. 
The major conflict between 
those two plans is site. 
Who will build the next 
generation plant to serve out- 
state 
Nebraska 
would 
es­ 
sentially be a moot question 
if the State Supreme Colirt 
upholds the 19 65 Legislature’s 
power merger bill and per­ 
mits the consolidated grid 
system to become operation­ 
al July 1, as scheduled. 
In that case, the grid sys­ 
tem will build the next plant. 
But where? 
If the generation unit were 
constructed at Grand Island, 
it could mesh with USER or 
Basin Electric proposals to 
c o n s t r u c t a north-south 
transmission line into central 
Nebraska. Indeed, this is the 
point w h i c h Platte ham­ 
mered away at in its appli­ 
cation to the Power Board, 
particularly the USER possi­ 
bility. 
But Consumers is prepared 
to offer evidence to show 
that the more economical 
location of a new generation 
facility would be along the 
eastern border. 
Presumably. C o n su m ers 
would like to tie its proposed 
plant with .the transmission 
System of the Mid-Continent 
Area Power Planners which 
stretches 
northward a n d 
eastward. S u c h was indi­ 
cated in testimony before the 
Power Board on April 20. 
Meanwhile, Consumers has 
agreed to a memorandum of 
understanding (according to 
testimony before the Power 
Board by Charles Brannan of 
Denver this week) to pur­ 
chase 100,000 kilowatts of en­ 
ergy from the west if Moun- 
tain-Midwest 
receives Fed­ 
eral Power ( ommission ap­ 
proval to go ahead with its 
proposed development plans. 
So, attempting to bring the 
complicated p o w e r supply 
puzzle into a Utile better fo­ 
cus, you could tie the Platte 
proposal geneially in with 
proposed new transmission 
to the 
north 
particularly 
w i t h 
the 
possibility of a 
USER line 
And the Consumers plant 
could tie w i t h the MAPP 
transmission s y s t e m and 


eventually, through the Ne­ 
braska 
grid 
system, 
with 
power supply from the west. 
At stake in the whole go- 
around is powei supply—and 
costs—for all of outstate Ne­ 
braska outside the service 
area of Omaiia Public Pow­ 
er District.
